Storm-battered Arkansas braced 


today for some of the coldest wea- 
ther of the winter, while hundreds 
of repairmen worked to restore 
power and telephone 'service dis- 
rupted in a savage ice storm. 


The Weather Bureau predicted 


temperatures would fall to around 
zero in portions of the snow-blank- 
eted north tonight. 


Other sections of the state could 


expect lows of 10 to 20 degrees. A 
few snow flurries were in the out- 
look for extreme north Arkansas 
this afternoon. 
The sun came out today, but trav- 
el on ice-slick highways continued 
hazardous. State Police said all 
roads were open. 


More snow fell early today in 


sections 
of northwest 
Arkansas. 


Skies were clear in other areas.

worked to restore electric service 
in a wide belt of south Arkansas 
which took the brunt of yesterday's 
ice storm.

Don't break up the carbo- 
hydrate-protein romance by overemphasizing either one. Each 
contributes its share to good nutrition. Let your diet include food 
sources of these and other nutrients by following this food way 
each day: Four servings of enriched or whole grain bread or 
cereal; two servings of meat or an alternate; two servings of milk 
or cheese; four servings of fruits and vegetables.

The ovations given them by mil- 
ions of people in the backward 
countries doesn't necessarily im- 
ply ,any more than a superficial, 
?olite and curious response to the 
visit of celebrities. 


The polite and often platitudi- 


nous statements by the two lead- 
ers when they are not whizzing 
:hrough the crowd with big grins 
and waving arms, can hardly do 
more than create a momentary 
impression of goodwill. 


After all, neither man is going 


to anger 'his hosts with antagonis- 
tic statements or tough talk, al 
though' the explosive Khrushchev 
lias done more in this direction 
than Eisenhower. 


Both men are doing a selling 


job. In the end their customers, 
the people of the backward 
lions, will base their future atti- 
tudes on positive follow-up results, 


Just tiow much follow-up Eisen 


hower and Khrushchev have in 
mind remains to be seen. 


Khrushchev started those trips 


Eisenhower must have fell he 


could do no less than Khrushchev. 
He, too, became a world traveler: 
to Europe, Asia, North Africa, 
and South America. Now the two 
most important world leaders arb 
out beating the goodwill bushes at 
the same lime. 


In the past, when much slower 


travel meant Hie top men would 
have to be away from home base 
oo long, it was natural for their 
foreign ministers to do the travel 
ng while the No. 1 men stayed 
lome. 


That picture has changed. It's 


a good bet, since travel is' now 
faster, that in the future there will 


more, not fewer, summit meet- 


ings and other get-togethers be- 
tween the national leaders. 


Eisenhower liimself seems to 


have swung around toward this 
view in just a few months. Only 
last summer he told friends he 
looked bleakly on meetings by the 
top men and preferred the old- 
fashioned 
way 
of doing things 


through foreign ministers. 


But there's ,a big difference be- 


tween the lop men trying to settle 
problems at a summit meeting 
and the same men darting off by 
themselves on world journeys to 
grin and offer not much more than 
shining generalities. 


II remains to be demonstrated 


that Ihcse individual goodwill trips 
by the top—and aging—leaders do 
any more than shorten their lives 
and use up time lhat could be bel- 
ter spent at homo, thinking.
